Trenton, N. J.. Jan. 8.—Charles 


Brooks, an inmate of the New Jersey 
state prison, is dead, centre keeper 3a 
Fitzgerald, has a bullet in bis hip and 
Wm. J. Harny. a deputy keeper is snt- 
fetteg from scalp- wounds as the re- 
sult of Boork'g attempt to escape from 
the institution today. Fitsgerald is 
expected to recover unless complica- 
tions set in and Harny's condition is 
not thought to be serious, although for 
a time be. was rendered unconscious 
by being struck over the bead with, an 
iron bar by Brooks. It will require a 
post mortem examination to determine 
whether Brooks' died from being shot 
or from strangulation in biff attempt 
to commit suicide after he had been 
taken to the dungeon. 


Brooks, .was polishing brass in one 


of the doors; when he turned on Harny 
and struck the keeper over the bead 
three or four ttaes. Harny was made 
unconscious, and Brooks grabbing, the 
deputy's revolver, started for the .cen- 
tre of the prison. Brooks abot keeper 
Fitzgerald and a number of shots 
were fired at Brooks by other keepers. 
He was finally overpowered and on 
the way to the dungeon, informed the 
keepers that he had been wounded. 


When the dungeon WM opened 


Brooks was found suspended- by hie 
suspenders and was 2aad.

year sentence for burglary in Hudson 
county.

In the early hunting 
lays of England every dog that was 
tsed to accompany the bunt was ae- 
ectad mainly for his speed and en- 
iurance. There were hounds that 
vere supposed to follow the game by 
cent, and others who were supposed 
o sight it a long way off, but all were 
txpected to be able to run the game 
lown. Consequently, while the name 
if hound, or bund in the ancfent 
iaxon, was first used for all kinds of 
ogs, it finally came to denote hunting 
logs only; that is why we call our 
unnlng dogs hounds today, such w
